On 12 toy toyanov headed a group 
of 7 Soviets and 22 Chinese on an inspection tour of Hainan* traveling by 
way of Sanshui (112-54* 23-08). his mission in Canton was believed to include 
the inspection of Yulin, the reconditioning of railways 9 and naval and air 
bases on Hainan Island, and the direction of the Chinese Communist occupation 
of the V/anshan (Ladrone) Islands. 


2, On 15 toy 1960 more than one hundred oersonnel of the 3 tointenance Group 
of the Chinese Communist Air Force Headquarters arrived in Canton from 
Hankow by train, and were quartered at Whit© Cloud and T ? ienho Airfields. 
Under Soviet advisors, the Chinese are constructing ground installations 
and claim that a large number of Chinese Communist planes will soon arrive 
from Shanghai and Hankow.
